■ Turning off the printer 

To avoid printer malfunctions, always use the POWER button to turn the printer on and off. 
Do not remove the power cord from the power outlet until the printer has been turned off by 
pressing the POWER button. Be sure to unplug the power cord from the power outlet after 
the POWER light goes off. 

■ Choosing a location 

Do not install the printer in a location that is unstable or subject to excessive vibration. 



The printer could tip over or fall and cause injury. 




Do not install the printer in locations that are very humid or dusty, in direct sunlight, or close 
to a heating appliance or fireplace. 




To avoid the risk of fires or electric shocks, install the printer 
in a location with an ambient temperature range of 41 to 95°F 
(5 to 35°C) and humidity of 10 to 90% (no condensation). 
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Safety Precautions 



Do not place the printer on a thick rug or carpet. 




Fibers or dust entering the printer could cause a fire. 



Keep the power outlet for the printer free of all obstacles so you can unplug the power cord 
at any time. 




Any obstacles could prevent you from unplugging the printer when 
a printer fault occurs and thereby cause a fire or electric shock. 



When you are carrying the printer, always use both hands and hold the printer by both 
ends. 




When you are moving the printer to another location, keep it stable 
so that you do not drop it and cause injury. 
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Safety Precautions 



Do not place the printer close to flammable solvents such as alcohol or thinner. 




If flammable solvents come in contact with electrical components 
inside the printer, such substances could cause a fire or electric 
shock. 



■ Power supply 

The socket-outlet shall be installed near the equipment and shall be easily accessible. 
Always grasp the plug when you unplug the power cord. 




Unplugging the power cord by pulling on the cord itself can 
damage the cord and cause a fire or electric shock. 



Do not use an extension cord. 




This could cause a fire or electric shock. 
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Safety Precautions 



Do not use a power supply voltage other than that supplied in the country of purchase. 




Using the incorrect voltage could cause a fire or electric shock. The 
correct power supply voltage and frequency is:

Do not attempt to plug the power cord into the power outlet or unplug the power cord when 
your hands are wet.

■ Working around the printer 

Do not use flammable sprays near the printer.

Do not place metal objects (paper clips, staples, etc.) or containers of flammable solvents

Always unplug the printer from the power outlet when you are cleaning the printer.

■ BJ® cartridges and ink tanks 

For safety reasons, store BJ cartridges and ink tanks out of the reach of small children. 




If a child inadvertently licks a BJ cartridge or ink tank or ingests 
any ink, consult a physician immediately.

Do not subject BJ cartridges or ink tanks to shocks or excessive vibration. 




This could cause the ink to leak out and stain your clothing or the 
surroundings. 



Do not touch the metal contacts on a BJ cartridge after printing. 




The metal parts may be very hot and could cause burns. 



■ Using the printer near appliances such as fluorescent lamps 

Allow at least 6 inches (approximately 15 cm) clearance between the printer and an 
appliance such as a fluorescent lamp. Electrical noise generated by a fluorescent lamp 
placed too close to the printer may cause printer malfunctions.

Plain paper and Canon Specialty Papers are recommended for use with the printer. Refer to 
any instructions provided with special media for details about handling and printing. 




■ Ordinary Paper 

• Plain Paper 

Provides standard print quality. 

You can use standard photocopier paper if its weight is within the range of 17 to 
28 lb (64 to 105 g/m 2 ). (You can also use Canon Bubble Jet Paper.) 

• Envelopes 

You can use the standard US Commercial #10 and European DL sizes.

■ Canon Specialty Papers 

Canon offers a range of special paper and films for the reproduction of superb images in 
vibrant colors. 

• Artist Canvas 

Use this textured cotton canvas to add an artistic touch to your images and 
artwork. It is ideal for printing photos, illustrations, and artwork. 

• Back Print Film 

This white translucent film is ideal for displays that use backlighting to show a 
printed image in the same way as slides and stained glass. The original image is 
reversed (mirrored) when printed. 

• Banner Paper 

This banner paper allows you to print on up to six connected sheets of letter size 
paper to create party or advertising banners. It is printable on both sides. 

• Brilliant White Paper 

Canon's unique paper formulation gives you a bright white printing surface that 
produces incredibly brilliant colors and dark, crisp black text. This paper works 
great for everyday use, as well as proposals, color presentations, color charts 
and graphs, flyers, and newsletters. You can print on both sides of the sheet. 
(In the printer driver, select Plain Paper for the Media Type when you load this 
paper.)

• Bubble Jet Paper (water resistant) 

The Canon Bubble Jet Paper has been developed for high quality printing with 
minimal or no smearing or running when in contact with water or damp surfaces, 
making it a good choice for damp or rainy environments. The paper is specially 
coated and printable on both sides. (In the printer driver, select Plain Paper for 
the Media Type when you load this paper.) 

• Glossy Photo Cards 

This is a special 4.75 x 8.5 inch sheet made of the same stock as Glossy Photo 
Paper. You can print borderless photos by printing the image so that it extends 
beyond the perforations and then trim off the unwanted white margins. Use this 
card when you want to print a full 4x6 inch photo. 

• Glossy Photo Paper 

This high quality glossy-coated, heavy-weight paper produces vibrant, life-like 
color images. With this paper, you can print photographic quality images. 

• Greeting Cards 

Get the most out of your card-making software with Canon Greeting Cards. 
These cards give your unique, personalized cards the look and feel of 
professional cards. You can create cards, invitations, announcements, and more. 
These cards come in quarter-fold size and half-fold size.

• High Gloss Photo Film 

This is a film sheet with a higher gloss than Glossy Photo Paper. To obtain the 
highest quality reproduction of photographs, use this media with the BC-31e 
Color BJ Cartridge. (You cannot use this media type with the optional BC-32e 
Photo BJ Cartridge.) 

• High Resolution Paper 

This medium is extra smooth for sharp text, brilliant graphics, and professional 
quality images. It is ideal for printing photographs or business documents that 
include color charts and graphs. 

• Magnet Sheets 

This medium provides a durable, bright-white, glossy surface. Printable magnets 
can be cut to any desired shape or size. They are ideal for picture frames, 
calendars, and business cards. 

• Transparencies 

Use transparencies to prepare materials for use with an overhead projector. To 
avoid paper jams and other problems, use transparencies specifically designed 
for use with the Canon Bubble Jet printer. Do not use transparencies designed 
for laser printers or photocopiers.

■ Media Types You Cannot Use With the Printer 

To avoid poor print quality and possible damage to the printer, do not use the media types 
listed below. 

• Folded paper 

• Curled paper 

• Creased or crumpled paper 

• Damp or wet paper 

• Excessively thin media (weight less than 17 1b — 64 g/m 2 ) 

• Excessively thick or extremely heavy paper (exceeding 28 lb — 105 g/m 2 ) 

• Continuous feed paper (tractor feed) 

• Punched paper (loose-leaf folder inserts, etc.) 

• Reply-paid postcards (such as double postcards) 

• Postcards with a photograph printed on the reverse side 

• Postcards with a photograph or sticker pasted on 

• Envelopes with overlapping flaps 

• Envelopes with pressure seals 

• Envelopes with embossed or treated surfaces

■ Landscape and Portrait 

There are two methods of orientation you can use to load the printer, depending on the type 
of media you intend to load. 

• When the short edge of the paper is fed into the auto sheet feeder, this is called 
Portrait orientation. 

• When the long edge of the paper is fed into the auto sheet feeder, this is called 
Landscape orientation.

Printing Area 



To ensure the best print quality, the printer requires a margin along each edge of the media. 
The printing area, which varies according to the media size, is the paper size minus the 
margins. 

There is both a printing area (recommended) and a printable area (possible). 

Printing area (dark gold) Canon recommends that you print within this area 

for optimum print quality, (m) 

Printable area (light gold) The area where it is possible to print. However, 

printing in this area can adversely affect the print 
quality or the paper feed precision. ( )

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Notes on Handling Print Media 



Whenever possible, hold the paper by the edges and avoid touching the print 
side. Any scratching or soiling on the print side will adversely affect the print 
quality 

When storing your media, put the media back in its original packaging and avoid 
locations that are exposed to direct sunlight or that are subject to high 
temperatures or humidity To avoid bending or wrinkling the paper, store it in a 
level place. 

After printing, do not touch the print side until the ink is dry. If water gets on the 
printed media, do not touch the print side until the media dries. 

The following are guidelines on how long ink takes to dry on individual print 
media. 

Artist Canvas About 15 minutes 

Back Print Film About 15 minutes 

Glossy Photo Cards About 2 minutes 

Glossy Photo Paper About 2 minutes 

High Gloss Photo Film About 2 minutes 

Magnet Sheets About 30 minutes

■ Tips for Printing Photographic Images 

To produce the best possible print quality for printing photographic images from a digital 
camera or scanner, or photographic images downloaded from a home page on the Internet, 
follow these guidelines: 

• Use the combination of the BC-32e Photo BJ Cartridge and the BC-31 e Color 
BJ Cartridge. 

• Use special media designed for reproducing photographs. 

• Use correct print settings in the printer driver. 



•J Make sure that the printer is turned on. Also make sure that the BC-32e 
Photo BJ Cartridge is installed in the cartridge holder. 

2 Load special print media in the auto sheet feeder of the printer. 

Excellent prints of photographs can be obtained with plain paper; for 
superior color reproduction, using one of the following special media is 
recommended.

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■ Printing a Stamp 

The printer driver allows you to print a stamp on your documents. Stamps are notations 
such as CONFIDENTIAL or IMPORTANT, which are frequently rubber-stamped on 
documents to alert readers. Several default stamps are available for immediate use. 

Printing a default stamp 

7 Open the Printer Properties dialog box, then click the Stamp/Background 
tab. 

2 Click the down-arrow and select the desired stamp item from the 

pull-down list. (The stamp you select is displayed in the preview area at this 
time.) 
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3 Specify whether to print the stamp on the first page only or on each page of 
the document.

The printer driver allows you to print a background on your documents, like a watermark. 
Two types of default backgrounds are available for immediate use. 

Printing a default background

pull-down list. (The background you select is displayed in the preview area 
at this time.) 
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Specify whether to print the background on the first page of the document

• When Background Printing is disabled or Banner Printing is enabled in 
the Page Layout tab, the background items are grayed out and cannot 
be used. 

• When you wish to revert to the normal print setting without any 
background, select None from the pull-down list. 

• When you wish to change settings such as the layout or position of the 
background, click the Select Background button. 

• You can also use a bitmap file as a background. 

^ Customizing the Print Settings in the Printer Driver 

(Creating an original background) 
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■ Optimizing Image Data 

The printer driver allows you to compensate and optimize the print quality of image data. 
Depending on the type of image data you print, you can use either Image Optimizer or 
Photo Optimizer. 

Image Optimizer 

Enlarging an image often causes edges to look jagged. To solve this problem, after 
enlarging an image in your application program, turn on the Image Optimizer before 
printing. For example, you may want to use the Image Optimizer when you print a 
low-resolution image downloaded from a home page on the Internet. 

1 Open the Printer Properties dialog box, then click the Main tab. 

2 Click the Advanced button. 
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Select Image Optimizer in the Quality tab to enable the Image Optimizer 
setting.

• The Image Optimizer setting may have little or no effect on printing, 
depending on the application program you use. 

• The Image Optimizer setting has more effect on low-resolution images 
than on high-resolution images.

and halftoning settings may not be visible or effective.

Use this setting for printing 
natural color images such as photographs. 

Auto: 

The printer driver automatically distinguishes among the types of image 
data, and switches to the most appropriate halftoning method.

Click the OK button to close the Printer Properties dialog box. 

• Depending on the Halftoning settings, some of the Print Quality settings 
cannot be used. When you wish to print at the highest quality, set 
Halftoning to Diffusion. 

• Depending on the BJ Cartridge and Media Type settings in the Main tab, 
some of the Print Quality and Halftoning settings cannot be used. 

■ Adjusting Image Data 

When the color reproduction of your printouts is unsatisfactory, you can adjust the color 
balance and intensity as needed. Use this feature only when you wish to make fine 
adjustments to the color balance in the printouts, and do not change the settings 
excessively. (Please note that this feature does not compensate the overall color balance of 
the image data as some application programs for editing image data would do.) 

Adjusting the colors 

Before adjusting the color balance and intensity, make sure that Color Adjustment is 
enabled in the Colors tab under the Main tab.

The BJ Background 
Monitor and BJ Backgrounder allow you to confirm the progress of printing that is being 
performed in the background. 

About background printing 

You can see the Background Printing checkbox in the Page Layout tab of the Printer 
Properties dialog box. When background printing is enabled, the BJ Background Monitor 
and BJ Backgrounder are launched before the printer starts the print job. You can verify 
information on the print process. 

Note ► When background printing is disabled in the Page Layout tab, the following 

settings cannot be used because background printing is applied to them. 

Page Layout tab: 

Page Layout Printing, Poster Printing, Copies, Printer control, Reverse 
order and Collate 

Stamp/Background tab: 

All stamp and background settings 

Quality tab (opens from the Advanced button in the Main tab): 

Photo Optimizer

All Simulate Illustration and Monochrome Effects settings 
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BJ Background Monitor 

When a print command is sent to the printer, the BJ Background Monitor is launched 
automatically and is minimized on the Windows taskbar. 

To verify the print process, click the BJ Background Monitor icon minimized on the Windows 
Taskbar. The following items are displayed.

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The BJ Background Monitor makes it possible to perform the following tasks: 

• You can change the order of the documents you print.

To perform background printing, a region which is used to save the print data 
temporarily is required on the hard disk. (If sufficient hard disk space is not 
available, background printing cannot be performed.) To solve this problem, you 
need to change the directory that saves the print data temporarily, as described 
on the next page. 
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Select Directory from the Option menu. 
Select the drive and directory. 
Click the OK button. 

• When you wish to open the BJ Background Monitor while the printer is 
not printing, follow these steps:

The BJ Backgrounder makes it possible to perform the following tasks: 

• You can cancel a print job. 

When you wish to cancel printing in mid-job, click the Cancel button. When a 
confirmation message appears, click the OK button. 

• You can stop the print process of the printer driver temporarily. 

When you wish to stop the print process of the printer driver temporarily for some 
reason, click the Pause button. 

While the print job is paused, the Pause button changes to the Resume button. 
Click the Resume button to start printing again. 
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■ Using the BJ Status Monitor 

The BJ Status Monitor (which is found in the Maintenance tab) is a utility program that 
allows you to check the status of the printer. If an error occurs for some reason, the 
BJ Status Monitor displays the cause of the error and a solution. 

In addition, the BJ Status Monitor detects the remaining ink of the BJ cartridge and displays 
a warning message when the ink is low. 

About the operating environment 

The following are the minimum requirements to run the BJ Status monitor. 
When using the parallel interface only: 

• Check that your computer supports bi-directional communications. 

• Check that your printer cable (interface cable) supports bi-directional 
communications. 

When using the parallel or USB interface:

Color Balance 

The color intensity is set separately for cyan, magenta, yellow, and black. 

The color intensity is adjusted by dragging the slide bar for each color to the 
right or left. For example, if you feel that the blue (cyan) component is too 
strong, drag that slider in the negative direction (to the left). On the other 
hand, if you think that the blue (cyan) is too weak, drag the slider in the 
positive direction (to the right). Once you have made the adjustment, the 
balance of the four colors changes and the overall color tone changes as 
well. It's a good idea to make such adjustments in very small steps. 

Density 

Moving the slider to the right increases the density while moving it to the left 
decreases the density.

• To avoid personal injury or damage to the print head, do not touch the 
print head of a BJ cartridge. The print head becomes very hot during 
printing and can cause a minor burn. Touching the print head could 
damage it and make further printing impossible. 

• To avoid ink spills and stains on your clothing or the surrounding area, do 
not drop or shake BJ cartridges or ink tanks.

Notes on Handling BJ Cartridges 



■ When you store BJ cartridges... 

When you replace a BJ cartridge, always store the BJ cartridge you are not using in an Ink 
Cartridge Storage Box. If the BJ cartridge is not properly stored in the container, the ink will 
dry out and you can no longer use the BJ cartridge. Also, after removing the seal on an 
ink tank, always insert it into a BJ cartridge to prevent the ink tank from drying out. 




A Caution Always store BJ cartridges and ink tanks out of the reach of small children. 

If any ink enters an eye or is accidentally ingested, seek medical assistance 
immediately. 
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Notes on Handling BJ Cartridges 



Note ► "Do not attempt to reattach the protective cap and protective tape after 
removing them. Observe all local regulations regarding the location and 
method of disposing of them. 

• Do not leave an empty ink tank in a BJ cartridge. Remove it immediately 
after ink runs out, and replace it with a new ink tank. 

• If, for some reason, you remove a usable ink tank from the BJ cartridge, 
re-insert the ink tank right away. Otherwise the ink will dry and print jobs 
may not be performed properly when you install the ink tank later. 

• For optimum print quality, an ink tank or BJ cartridge should be used up 
within six months or a year respectively, after opening the original 
packaging. 

Replacing the Ink Tanks 
■ When you replace an ink tank or BJ cartridge... 

The BC-30e Black, BC-31e Color, and BC-32e Photo BJ Cartridges contain replaceable ink 
tanks. Ink tanks and BJ cartridges are consumable items. When an ink tank runs out of ink, 
or after a print head wears out, replace the item.

• If the print head is worn out, replace the entire BJ cartridge.

Note ► If an ink tank runs out of ink, the printer beeps four times and the BJ Status 
Monitor for Windows starts up to display a message to warn you that an ink 
tank has run out of ink.

For printing photographs or illustrations, use of High Resolution Paper, 
Glossy Photo Paper, or High Gloss Photo Film is recommended. These 
media provide better color reproduction and brighter colors than plain 
paper. 

For best results, use the combination of the BC-31e Color BJ Cartridge 
and the optional BC-32e Photo BJ Cartridge. 

For printing color graphs or charts with text, use the combination of the 
BC-30e Black BJ Cartridge and the BC-31e Color BJ Cartridge. 

A clogged or worn BJ cartridge may also cause printing problems.

■ Printed and on-screen colors do not match 

The colors you see on the screen do not match the colors you see in the printed copy of the 
same image.

A color display and printer do not reproduce color in the same way. The printed color tones 
may not perfectly match the colors you see on the screen because screen colors vary 
based on how the screen is viewed and calibrated. 

If the differences between displayed and printed colors are extreme, check the following. 

Check 1 IS THE INK IN THE BJ CARTRIDGE IN GOOD CONDITION? 

If there are wide differences between the screen colors and printed colors, 
one of the ink tanks may have run out of ink or some of the print head 
nozzles may be clogged. Print a Nozzle Check Pattern and check the 
results.

Start the print procedure again and make sure that Canon S450 is 
displayed in the Name entry box of the Print dialog box. 

If another driver is selected, click the down-arrow and select Canon

Note ► |f you use only the Canon S450 printer, select the Canon S450 as the

Check 2 Are the printer and computer securely connected? 

Check the printer cable connections at the printer and computer. A faulty or 
loose connection can generate meaningless characters and symbols to 
print. 
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Printout Is Unsatisfactory 



Check 3 Is the problem in the original file? 

If meaningless characters or symbols are printed only when you print a 
certain file, the cause of the problem may be in the file or the application 
program you are using. Rebuild the file and print it again. 

If the rebuilt file prints correctly, the original file was probably faulty. 

If the rebuilt file does not print correctly, contact the applications company.

■ Text cut off at bottom right corner, right edge, or bottom edge 

The text is printing in the bottom right corner of the page or printing beyond the right or 
bottom margins and cut off from view. 

Check Is Scaled Printing set for enlargement in the printer driver? 

If Scaled Printing is set for enlargement in the printer driver, the document 
is enlarged and printed in the bottom right corner, or cut off at the bottom or 
right edge of the paper. 

If you want to use Scaled Printing with enlargement, make sure that the 
correct percentage is set and confirm that the Page Size selection is 
correct.

If text or images are streaked, scratched, faint, or if the wrong colors are 
printing, one of the ink tanks may have run out of ink, the print nozzles may 
be clogged, or the print head may be worn out.

^ Printing a Nozzle Check Pattern 



Check 2 Has the protective tape or cap been reattached to the 

BJ CARTRIDGE? 

After removing the orange protective cap and tape, do not attempt to 
re-attach them to the BJ cartridge. Re-attaching the tape or cap can cause 
air bubbles, trap dirt or dust, and clog the ink nozzles. 

If the protective tape or cap has been re-attached, remove it. Install the 
BJ cartridge in the printer and clean the print heads immediately. 



Check 3 Did you print on the correct print side of the media? 

The correct print side is different for each type of media. 

Make sure that the correct print side is facing up when you load the media 
in the auto sheet feeder. 

^ Paper and Other Print Media — Print Side 
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■ Straight lines are broken 

Check 1 Have the print heads been aligned? 

Each time you install a BJ cartridge, you must align the print heads. If you 
do not align the print heads, straight lines may appear broken or uneven.

Check 2 Is Print Quality set to Fast in the printer driver? 

Changing Print Quality to Fine in the printer driver may improve the quality 
of printed straight lines.

Paper or Glossy Photo Paper. 

Note ► When you use High Resolution Paper, Glossy Photo Paper, or other special 
media, always load the pages with the print side (whiter side) facing up. 
Only one side of these media is treated with a special coating for better ink 
absorption. 

Check 2 Is the printer driver set for high density printing? 

Move the Intensity setting (print density) in the Color tab to a lower setting 
and execute the print job again. A lower Intensity setting uses less ink and 
thus causes less curling of the printed page.

Has the printer been operating for a long time? 



The print heads may occasionally overheat during a long print job. 

If the print heads overheat, printing pauses at the end of a pass across the 
page to allow time for the print heads to cool and then restarts after a brief 
interval. Interrupt printing at a convenient point, turn the printer off, and wait 
for at least 15 minutes for the print heads to cool. 

If the printer overheats while printing a densely colored photograph or 
illustration, the printer may beep and stop printing to protect the print 
heads. In this case, you cannot continue printing. Turn the printer off and 
wait at least 15 minutes for the print heads to cool. 



A Caution To avoid minor burns, never touch the print heads or the surrounding area. 
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■ Printing starts but nothing prints 

The printer operates but nothing is printed on the page. 

Check 1 IS THE INK IN THE BJ CARTRIDGE IN GOOD CONDITION?

■ Paper does not feed from auto sheet feeder 

After the print job is started, the paper loaded in the auto sheet feeder does not feed. 

Check 1 IS THE PAPER TOO THICK? 

Thick paper does not feed from the auto sheet feeder. Do not attempt to 
print on paper or other media thicker than .024" or 28 lb (0.6 mm or 
105 g/m*). 

Check 2 Is the sheet feeder overloaded? 

The number of sheets you can load in the auto sheet feeder depends on 
the media you are using. The media does not feed correctly if you exceed 
the prescribed number of sheets. 



Check 3 Did you raise the paper rest? 

Before you load media other than envelopes in the auto sheet feeder, you 
should always raise the paper rest. If you do not raise the paper rest before 
loading, the media does not completely enter the paper feed slot during 
feeding.

Image Type 

Select a type of image: Color (the default), Grayscale, or Monochrome. 
Resolution

Sharpens the edges of a soft image to create a clearer, more accented 
appearance in the entire image.

Character Emphasis 

Determines whether or not Image Trust processing is used for scanning 
grayscale images. Image Trust processing sharpens the appearance of 
characters in monochrome documents. This is especially helpful if you 
intend to use the scanned original with an OCR software application. This 
option is available only when the Image Type is set for Monochrome. 

Color Matching 

In some cases, the colors displayed on your monitor may not match the 
colors you see in your printout. Color Matching attempts to match the 
colors of the scanned image with the selection in the Monitor Type box in 
order to attain a better match between the colors you see on the monitor 
and the colors you see in your printout. This option is available only when 
the Image Type is set for Color. 

Monitor Type 

Displays the name of the monitor profile currently in use. To select another 
monitor type setting, click the down-arrow and select a name from the drop- 
down list. This list includes the names of ICC profile formats, standard 
profiles for monitors, installed in the system. A monitor profile can be 
selected only when Color Matching is selected. 

Prescan 

Selects the type of image for prescanning. Select Monochrome, Grayscale 
(the default), or Color.

The 
scanning mode can be set to Black & White, Grayscale, or Color. 

Color Matching 

This function is effective only when Image Type is set to Color. When this 
function is enabled, the colors are adjusted according to the monitor when 
the image is scanned. The monitor itself is set with the system feature of 
ColorSync® in the Apple menu control panel. 

Edge Emphasis 

This function is valid only when Image Type is set to Black & White. If this 
function is selected, only the edge of the image is emphasized when the 
image is scanned. This is disabled for prescan. 

Click the OK button. The main dialog box displays. 

Place the image to be scanned in the printer, then click the Prescan button 
or Scan button to start scanning. 
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Copying a Scanned Image to the Clipboard 



If you copy a scanned image to the clipboard, you can use the image easily with other 
application software. This is particularly useful when you want to paste an image into 
documents created with application software that is not TWAIN-compatible. 

■ Copying an Image

The image data is copied to the clipboard.

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Adjusting an Image 



If you are not satisfied with a scanned image, you can perform fine adjustment using a 
range of functions. Image data can be processed so that the brightness of the image 
changes or so that the image appears sharper or softer. 

■ Adjusting the Brightness and Contrast 



1 Click the Brightness and Contrast button in the main dialog box. The

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Adjusting an Image

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Modifying an Image 



You can modify a scanned image so that it looks sharper or softer. Also, a Despeckle 
function allows you to remove speckling and make a scanned image appear cleaner. A 
function for inverting colors to produce a negative film is also available.

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Applying Special Effects to an Image 



Special effects such as edge emphasis, line emphasis, pixelization, posterization, and low 
relief can be applied to a scanned image, creating an image with a feeling different from that 
of the original. 

1 Click the Menu button in the main dialog box, select Enhance, and then 
select the desired function from the submenu. 

Edges... Emphasizes the edges of a photograph or line drawing. 

Lines... Emphasizes only lines in a specific direction. 

Pixelize... Applies a mosaic effect to an image. 

Posterize... Reduces the number of colors and simplifies the image. 

Low Relief... Creates a low relief version of the image. 

When you select one of these functions, the corresponding dialog box 
displays.

■ White Level Calibration 

To achieve the correct color balance for an object to be scanned, an operation called White 
Level Calibration is required. When an image is scanned for the first time, or when the 
temperature of the scanner cartridge rises to a certain level, a message displays prompting 
you to place the white calibration sheet in the printer. 

Place the white calibration sheet in the printer and then click the OK button. The calibration 
sheet is scanned and the calibration is performed. 

You can also initiate this operation whenever necessary. 

1 Click the Menu button in the main dialog box and then select Settings. 

2 Click the White Level button. 

2 When the message appears, place the white calibration sheet in the printer.

Image Blurred or Distorted 

Are you using a clear image for scanning? 

Blurry images are not suited for scanning. For best scanning results, 
always use a clear, sharp image. (The scanned image cannot be better 
than the original image.) 

IS THE SCANNING HOLDER UNSTAINED AND UNDAMAGED? 

The scanning holder is bound to get dirty. Clean the scanning holder using 
a soft cloth that is dipped in a weak, neutral detergent solution, and then 
wipe its wet surface off with a dry, soft cloth. 

If the scanning holder is scratched or damaged, replace it. 

You can purchase a scanning holder for A4/LTR-size images. Visit the 
Canon Web site to find out about accessories and supplies 
(www.ccsi.canon.com). 



Are you scanning thick paper? 

The image being scanned must be thinner than 0.01 inch (0.25 mm). The 
thickness including the scanning holder must be thinner than 0.02 inch

■ Quality of Scanned Image Is Uneven 
The scanned image is coarse and/or blurry. 

Check IS THE RESOLUTION SETTING HIGH ENOUGH? 

Resolution determines the precision of the scanned image. 

The greater the number of dots used to draw an image, the higher the 
precision and the quality of the scanned image becomes. For a better 
quality image, select a greater number. 

The scanning speed becomes slower and the file size of the scanned 
image becomes larger when you use a higher resolution.

In order to scan an image, your computer must be able to receive a large 
amount of data.

To shorten the time required for scanning: 

• Use the appropriate resolution setting. Make sure that the resolution is 
not set higher than you require. 

• Use the prescanning capability.
